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$25000 Fire Destroys

Ham’s Rendezvous 


One of the worst fires in the his¬ 
tory of Vulcan completely destroyed 
Ham’s Rendezvous, popular entertain¬ 
ed centre, on Monday night and 
threatened the remainder of the block 
for some time. 

The fire siren sounded at 11.23 p.n'i.- 
and the two fire trucks manned by the 
local volunteer brigade, were on the 
scene-in record time 

The fire is belieyed to have started 
around one of the cljimneys, although 
the^ actual cause of the fire is un¬ 
known. The fire gained rapid head¬ 
way and although the firemen laid 
hose in good time, the fire had broken 
out through the roof by the time both 
hoses were going. 

Fanned by a strong breeze the 
flames threatened first Shimp’s Board¬ 
ing House, and then the closely 
grouped frame buildings comprising 
i-cbeau’s blacksmith shop; Roy Walk¬ 
er’s implement shop; Mrs. Cord's 
rooming house and Turley’s imple¬ 
ment shop. The wind shifted a second 
time and the Geo. Monkman barn 
started to go. The firemen had for- 
seen this possibility however and a 
third hose was laid in time to save 
that building. 

The wind shifted a third time to 
again threaten the adjoining build¬ 
ings. To offset this menace three fire¬ 
men, Ed. Armey, Roy Mclntyrfe and 
C. J. Robinson, climbed to the roof of 
the Lebeau. blacksmith shop and di¬ 
rected their hose on the fire from that 
vantage point. They disregarded the 
terrific heat and their stand can be 
credited with being the turning point 
in getting the fire under control. 4s 
the flames died somewhat they moved 
forward and they were directed by 
Elmo Johnston who remained on the 
roof top. _ .. 

For some time-it seemed certain 
' that the other buildings in the block 
would be sure to go. Proprietors of 
the various buildings started clearing 
out all their cdntents. Local citizens, 
assisted by a large number of airmen 
pitched in and made short work of 
clearing out the buildings. 

At the time the ' fire broke out, 
bowling, dancing and billiards were in 
full swing and several of the after¬ 
theatre crowd were having lunch. De¬ 
spite the short warning all of them 
got out safely. Those occupying the 
two suites upstairs got out safely but 
only saved the clothing they were 
wearing. An elderly gentleman, Bill 
Keyes, who was sleeping upstairs had 
a very narrow escape, via an upstairs 
window. He cut his hand when lie 
• broke through the window but lost 
.all his clothings, making his escape 
without even his shoes. 

From start to finish the crowd was 
Very orderly and there was not sign 
of panic at any time. They did not 
even make the common mistake of ev¬ 
erybody trying to get in the building 
and getting in the firemen’s way. 

The -fire department volunteers 
demonstrated how well they havo 
learned their job hs a result of their 
weekly trials. An adequate supply of 
water was available and after play- 
mg three large hoses on the fire fci 
two and a half hours a good supply 
was still available. 

The fire was brought under control’ 
about 1.30 a.m. but firemen had to 
continue the .fight at frequent inter¬ 
vals throughout the night and until 
mid morning Tuesday. 

In the building destroyed were four 
bowling alleys, a billiard parlor with 
three new billiard tables, a dance floor 
restaurant, garage and service sta¬ 
tion, and two occupied suites. 

While the building was built about 
1912 it had been completely renovated 
some six months ago when it opened 
as a recreation centre. 

With the influx of airforce person¬ 
nel just prior to. its opening, the Ren-, 
dezvous filled a much felt need for an 
entertainment centre and was prov¬ 
ing lextremely popular. Its absence 
will be greatly felt in the community. 
It is thought that rwing to difficuHes 
of obtaining materials, their is little 
likelihood of being able to replace it. . 

Loss has been estimated to be in 
the neighborhood of $2500. Some in¬ 
surance was carried. 

Qp Tuesday afternoon The Advo¬ 
cate began accepting donations'to a 
fund to'help alleviate the distress of 
the two families who so unfortunately 
lost all their belongings in the fire.' 
Before nightfall we had received in 
the neighborhood of one hundred dol¬ 
lars and more was coming in as other 
^_^citizens heard of the fund. 

Mayor W. Dyc^. Allan completed 
the canvas on Wednesday morning, 
bringing the total to $130 50. Half the 
purse was presented to CpI. and M'rs. 
McFarland as they left on Wednesday 
mornings bus and the remainder was 
presented Mr. and Mrs. TanaSichuk on 
Wednesday aftennoon. Both pr sent- 
ationa were made by Mayor W. I>. Allan.

OUT OF THE BLACKOIJJ 

Feb. 6th, Lac Smjth, Dave Sr, writes 
it. -part as follows: * - 

“Getting along very well and out¬ 
side of a cold I’ve never felt better. It 
it- almost impossible to shake a cold, 
they seem like permanent fixtures. 

Last night I was in a nearby town 
to a dance. It was the first time I. 
wps out since my furlough. We miss¬ 
ed the last evening ti^ain so had to 
hoof it all the way back, it wasn’t so 
far—five or six miles—but to them 
over here it is quite a jauiu.. 

•‘Yesterday I was almost bowled 
over with excitement at meeting Flt.- 
Lieut. Fred Craig from Vulcan. Yes, 
I was really surprised. He has chang¬ 
ed x;uite a little, and I didn’t recog¬ 
nize-him at first sight dressed in an 
officer’s uniform. I saw him seeing a 
pilot friend of his “taking off” who 
had come to see about his brother, 
who did not return from operations 
on a recent raid. I came up behind 
Fred and said quite loudly “You don’t 
by any chance come from Vulcan, Al¬ 
berta, sir?” At the sound ef Vulcan, 
Fred’s head turned-quickly and he 
said “Your darn tootin’” He didn’t 
recognize me at first sight but he 
knew in another glance. 

At all cfUr excitement of seeing 
each other, here we were standing in 
the slip-stream of the air crew, even 
forgetting to get to the side. Fred told' 
me lots about his operational flights 
over Germany and he asked me a- 
continuous stream of questions about 
Vulcan but he didn’t have much timi 
to spare. He has ground duties now, 
getting a rest from flying. 

“Fred said he was here a month, 
just about the same as myself, and 1 
hadn’t seen him till now. 

“I hope your wer.ther has warmed 
up by now. I hear it has been terriblv 
cold back there. 

When we are working the time 
flies very quickly v.'hich is one conso¬ 
lation.

The No, .T Canadian hospital in 
England cost $775,000 to build and 
equip, it was turned over to the Cana¬ 
dian government by the CamuLmn 
lied Cross in 1940, Sup^rtati’-e facili¬ 
ties make this gift of the Canadian 
people a lasting monument. Here and 
in all hospitals of the British Isles, 
close check is kept on all Canadians 
admitted, and appointed visitors 
through the Red Cross pay their calls 
and carry comforts of all sorts to the 
Bedside. Part of the $10,000,000 to 
be subscribed goes to this personal 
care for the Canadian hospital pa¬ 
tients. " • . 


Over in England a system Of cloth¬ 
ing exchange has been devised w heic- 
l y ou grown cloth-'.-, can be. exchang¬ 
ed for more suitable size. Boots aiid 
shoes are included. Thus the Red 
( ross parcels of clothing are used not 
once but often two or three times. 

Prisoners of War 

Writing of life as a prisoner of war 
in Germany, Gunner N. H. Goe’.d 
gives a graphic RHinpse of the need 
for more and more food parcels to 
keep hope alive in the hearts of'the 
boys behind barbed wire. 

“Existence a.- a prisoner of war can 
perhaps he likened to a vacuum,” 
sq\s Gunner Goold. “One has a past 
and a future, but one’s usefulness ar 
a member of society is for the pres¬ 
ent- rrtl.-*lt is the nature of a pris¬ 
oner's activity during his captivity 
that will decide his future usefulness 
(r. himself and his fellow-men. It is 
my intention to write a book about 
this business of being a prisoner ot 
war.. Our friends the Red Gross, are 
helping in.? to equip myself for the. 
tn.-k with their correspondence course 
in journalism.” 

So Gunner Goold sets down V.is 
days in his small remote world. Like 
all other soldiers who have been un¬ 
fortunate enough to fall into enemy 
l ands, he looks to the Red Cross to 
keep his horizon as w ide as possible.

Dried blood serum saved the lives of 
many during the Battle of Britain 
and shipments have been made to 
Russia, Malta, China and the Middle 
East.

At a recent executive meeting of 
the Canadian Weekly Newspapers’ 

Association, F. P.. Galbraith of the 
Red Deer, Advocate made <the eastern 
trip.

_but it is both clear and pleasant. His 
"expression changes rapidly from 
grave to gay, but in repose his face is 
deeply lined and his expression sol¬ 
emn, as well it> might be under the ter¬ 
rific, load he is carrying. It gives you 
quitAa thrill to stand for half an hour 
seven or eight feet away from one of 
"the greatest men in The .vorld.”

A number of housewives have ask¬ 
ed that regulations regarding sugar 
for canning be republished. Since the 
application cards which are in the ra¬ 
tion books must be filled out and sent 
in to theTocal ration board by April 
15, people will have to start their fig¬ 
uring. The government has to make 
early arrangements to assure that the 
extra sugar-will be available.
